ment." He was obviously ill at ea&se' 
and nervously glanced abouf, from' 
side tc side of the big hall, as if ex-' 
pecting some one to throw a bomb at' 
him.

The Colonel is a fighting man. He' 


is morti of a success in the camp than 
on the lecture platform. 
His talk 


last night was very fair, and tbe Col- 
onel was listened to with respectful 
attention at first. As time passed 
the younger element began to grow 
restless, and their feet became so un- 
easy they could not keep still. 
The 


result was that the confusion was so 
great the last half of Co. Coil's 
speech that he could scarcelv 
r>e 


heard. He bravely 
banged a'way, 


however, faced tne music with good 
grace, and read bis address through 
to the end. Among other things he 


''I gladly accepted your kind invi- 


tation to come here tonight, for it 
gives me an opportunity to thank you 
for your interest in the regiment, 
deep solicitude in Co. H and to ex- 
press my gratitude for the enthusi- 
astic reception granted us upon our 


No Roman senator or consu 
was ever accorded a grander reception 
than the members of the Fourtl 
Ohio, when they were granted a 
triumphant entry, first into the capi 
tal of the nation, where the Presi 
dent of the United States took eacl 
member by the hand and personall) 
thanked him for bis services. 
Then 


to the capital of Ohio, where it 
seemed that everyone loved us forou. 
selves alone, thence to Portmouth 
with a warm welcome to tbe boys o 
Co. H, to be followed by the rclie 
from suspense which could only be 
expressed in tears of joy at tbe fam- 
ily 
bearfchstone, 
where 
mother 


father, sister and wife prouldy em- 
braced the dear ones^again. Deeply 
did we regret that there were four 
families that wculd not enter into 
your joys; upon whom the hand of 
death had been laid, and that never 
again would Elbert Lee Patterson, 
Daniel Dodge, Henry M. Morrison or 
Forest Briggs answer the roll-call on 
earth. 
Grief .tempered our joy, and 


every mother as she clasped her boy 
to her breast shed a tear for the 
mother who was waiting in vain for 
the boy who came not. And every 
father, as he gazed on his manly sou 
had a sincere and deep feeling for Mr' 
Patterson, Mr. Dodge, Mr. Morrison 
and Mr. Briggs. The people will ever 
hold the memory of these boys sacred. 
In the line of duty, when their coun- 
try had called them to follow their 
flag for humanity's sake, four proud 
young mortal lives were sacrificed 
To die for humanity is to live forever 
with the blessed. 


Achievements must be estimated 


by results accomplished. 
"The Fourth Ohio, composed of over 
1,300 young men from good homes 
who, 
in the camp, on the march or 


on the battle-field, did not forget 
their home influences. 
At the camp 


of instruction upan tbe famous battle- 
field of Chickamauga the inspector 
general said that tbe Fourth Ohio 
"5?ss first, in appc-Trsccf!. first !n m'H- 
tary bearing and first'in the condi- 
tion of its camp. 


"General O. O. Howard, the great 


Christian soldier and philanthropist 
who visited all the camps, said that 
the Fourth Ohio was 
the 
most 


orderly, best behaved and most gen- 
tlemanly of any he bad ever seen. 
General Brooks, who took a great 
fancy to ynur regiment, said it was 
the best disciplined regiment he had 
seen. 


On J.me 4th we left Chkka- 


mauga for Newport News, and there 
were assigned the dynamite guns, the 
only regiment of infantry in the war 
that was granted these guns. We 
were then loaded upon the St. Paul 
one of the finest steamers of the 
Atlantic. It was there my privilege 
to mess with Captain Sigsbee, form- 
erly of the Maine, and hear from bis 
own lips the story of the disaster. 


"And here let me say that no 


Fourth Ohio man was made worse, 
while many were made morally bet- 
ter by their experiences in the army. 
They 
all now possess more 
reai 


sbaracter and manhood and he better 
prepared to assume the real duites of 
American eibiensbip. Ours was not 
a regiment of saints. We liail our full 
allowance of that trait aptly de- 
scribed as "devilment." 
When this 


was along military lines it was not 
interfered with, but when it went 
against the rules, the offenders were 
rigidly curbed. Discipline was en- 
forced without fear or favor by the 
commanding officer. 
I believe most 


of the regiment will acknowledge this 
while those who grumble and find 
fault are very careful not to allude to 
their guard bouse record. However 
tirades of abuse and threats had no 
place with the commanding officer 
He always tried tc do his duty. 


"We had a very pleasant trip, land- 


ing on the southern part of the island 
of Porto Rico, where General Brooks 
preceded us. We then proceeded to 
Ponce and from the sea we could see 
a number of American . vessels and" 
flags flying from the buildings in 
Ponce. 
At this point General Miles 


came aboard and we learned some of 
the plans from him. There has been 
a tendency to refer slightingly to the 
military achievements in Porto Rico. 
There was this difference between 
the campaign in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. The same, or better results 
were obtained in Porto Rico, with a 
minimum loss of life, owing to the 
splendid ability and military strategy 
of General Milts, wlmm history will 
place iu the front rank, Generals Wil- 
son, Brooke, Henry, Stone and Grant 
who had each made a record in tbe 
civil war, enthusiastically co-oper- 
ated with General Miles in whipping 
]2,000 trained Spanish soldiers by 
superior 
generalship. 
From Ponce 


we proceeded to Arroya, where we 
disembarked. You have heard tbe 
story from members of Co. II. 
The 


Fourth took Guayama and raised tbe 
stars and stripes. On the evening of 
the 12fcb I was sent by the command- 
ing general and notified that there 
would be a general advance, but tbe 
Fourth Ohio had been designated as 
a separate 
command. 
We went 


through Guayaraa on the road toward 
Ponce, and then over the mountains 
a march of thirteen miles, to meet 
the enemy at the out-posts and com- 
mence the engagement. We were 
then left within less than one hour of 
the;enemy's out-post, when we were 
overtaken by a messenger and noti- 
fied that peace had been virtually de- 
clared. 
If we bad advanced one hour 


longer there would have been a great 
many members of the Fourth Ohio 
left on Porto Rican soil. After peace 
had been declared the most important 
duties of the Fourth Ohio began, for 
we were then placed in charge of the 
civil affairs of 
the 
island. 
The 


Fourth Ohio was stationed at twenty 
points, occupying about one-third of 
the island. 


"Porto Rico is well watered, rich 


i 
• 


in minerals and fertile almost beyond 
description, with its hills, valleys and 
mountains. It is an earthly para- 
dise. 
Upon this island it was the 


duty of the Fourth Ohio to raise 
thirty-one American nags. I learned 
much of the habits, 
manners and 


customs of these people. There are 
about 800,000 inhabitants on the is- 
land, less than one-sixth of whom are 
mulattocs. As a; class, tbese people 
are very poetic and musical. Music 
Halls abound in every town. These 


years of 
people, after four hundred 
uninterrupted Spanish rule, are sus- 
picious, and the greatest care must 
be used if we are to train them for 
American ciitzenship. I am confident 
that our wards in Porto Rico will 
make law-abiding citizens. I am con- 
fident that our great nation, which is 
undertaking their development, will 
faithfully do its whole duty to those 
who expect so much from us." 


There was a dead silence when Col 


Coit finished his address. 
Then sud- 


denly Chaplain Schindel caused a sen- 
sation by addressiing the audience 
; He said he "believed that dancincr 
was not harmful and saw no reason 
why the blessing of God should not 
be invoked on the dancers.11 


The Chaplain then asked those 


-resent to bow their heads. They d'd 
o, and he invoked the blessing of 
•od on those who were about to trip 
he light fantastic. 


Also the Chaplain concluded some 


one shouted, "Choose partners for th 
Grand March!" There was a Lurry 
mg to and fro and a shuffling of feet 
The orchestra struck up, and almos 
one hundred couples were swinging 
about the room. The grand march 
had begun, and with it the military 
ball of Company E. The dancing wa 
kept up until 3 o'clock this morning
